Pleasure cars have become so common lhat about llic only 


comment they occasion is basec( .on their steadily increasing 
numbers. 
Practically every road in the country that is tit to 


be called a road is covered wil|i>aulOmobi.lcs from spring to 
fall,, and in many parts of the cciiintry, even where there arc 
heavy snows in winter, the machines arc operated the year 
round. The people of all New England cities arc aware of 
this. 


The auto truck is not quilc so common, but it is coming into 


more general use every day and its development has readied a 
point which makes it plain that this means of transportation 
is going (o play a-very important.part in the business of the 
country in the future. The trucks arc lo be seen on most of 
the highways carrying immense loads from place to place, and 
their use has become very common in the moving of house- 
hold goods. A good sixed (ruck will move the goods of an 
ordinary family at one load, and many families find it cheaper 
and better to employ these trucks in moving Ilian to'haul 
their goods lo Hie railroad'station for shipment by rail, with 
re-loading and further fauling at the other end of llic line.
